Under the constitution every Amer­ 
ican citizen is made a sovereign. No 
higher recognition of the rights of 
man can be given than this. Sover­ 
eignty means 
sup reme. Sov- 
e r e i g n s, of 
necessity, must 
be equal. Amer­ 
ican citizens 
cannot be di- 
v i d e d i n t o 
sup e rio r and 
inferior classes. 
S o v e r e i g n 
American citi­ 
zenship is based 
on equality of 
status. 
The two ab­ 
solutely essen­ 
tial conditions 
of sovereignty 
are freedom and indep endence. It is 
a contradiction of terms to sp eak of a 
sovereign as dep endent. Hence the 
sovereignty of the American citizen 
is given full'rccognition in bis consti­ 
tutional rights—to ex ercise his in­ 
alienable rights under his own direc­ 
tion without restrictions frp m any 
source But a sovereign must retain 
his 
indep endence. 
Dep endence 
is 
antagonistic to sovereignty When an 
American becomes a ward of the gov­ 
ernment he forfeits much of” his 
American citizenship . 
From the beginning, it has been 
recognized as the function and duty 
of the government to care for defec­ 
tive, delinquent, and dep endent p eo­ 
p le who are incap able of taking care 
of themselves. But under the Ameri­ 
can ideal government, charity is only 
for those who are incap able of quali­ 
fying as indep endent citizens. 
The p ride of indep endent Ameri­ 
can citizenship , the p ride of equality 
—of status—has been a great insp ira­ 
tion in develop ing in th« individual 


the ambition, energy, initiative, cour­ 
age and self-resp ect that have made 
this nation invincible both in war 
and in p eace. 
The word used by Saint Paul trans­ 
lated "charity” does not mean the 
bestowal of material gifts. It means in 
the original, love, and abiding inter­ 
est in the real welfare of human be­ 
ings. To p aup erize p eop le is not to 
help them, but to injure them. Char­ 
ity—as a force in human life—is not 
constructive but destructive, not a 
blessing but a curse to its victims. 
Charity has all the characteristics of 
an op iate. It is necessary in certain 
case« to administer op iates as it is 
necessary to give charity to the un­ 
fortunate classes. But op iates arc 
given sp aringly and are withdrawn 
as soon as p ossible because they tend 
to weaken normal functions, and de­ 
stroy character. 
For more than a century the rank 
and file of the American p eop le of 
all classes accep ted th* resp onsibili­ 
ties of the high ideals of American 
indep endent 
citizenship . 
However 
p oor they were and however hard 
they had to struggle they scorned 
charity—from the government and 
from every other source—and main­ 
tained their indep endence and their 
self-resp ect as sovereign American 
ciUzens. With courage refused to sell 
their birthright—their most p riceless 
p ossession—for government beef and 
beans. 
This is the first time in our history 
that government p olicy has trans­ 
formed millions of indep endent citi­ 
zens to dep endent wards, these mil­ 
lions did not understand the fearful 
p rice they were p aying for temp orary 
material things. 
To call this “humanitarian,” is, « 
gross p erversion of the English lan­

To hasten the decay of leav es, 
lawn clippings and other su ch ma­ 
terial to be u sed in soil bu ilding, 
the following mix tu re is recom­ 
mended: 
Ammoniu m 
su lphate, 
three pou nds; grou nd limestone, 
two pou nds; su per-phosphate, one 
pou nd. This mix tu re is enou gh to 
decompose 100 pou nds of leav es. 
Stack the organic matter u p 
in lay ers abou t six inches deep. 
On top of each lay er, sprinkle a 
proportionate amou nt of the fer­ 
tilizer mix tu re. If the leav es are 
dry , sprinkle the pile lightly after 
the chemicals hav e been applied. 
Do not u se enou gh water to wash 
ou t the chemicals. 
After this a 
second 6 -inch lay er may be ad­ 
ded and then more fertilizer. 
The pile shou ld 
be 
slightly 
concav e on top to catch mois­ 
tu re, in order to hasten decom­ 
position. The pile may be forked 
ov er after a month or so, to hast­ 
en decay .—American Nu rsery man.

the first time I grew them, hav ­

Many people fail 
with 
hy a­ 
cinths. Bu t they are worth try ­ 
ing, for it giv es qu ite a thrill to 
produ ce a fine spike of fragrant 
hy acinth-bloom. 
The chief dif­ 
ficu lty encou ntered is the bloom­ 
ing of the spike almost as soon 
as it comes from the grou nd. 
Late planting and deep planting 
will tend to ov ercome this. 
If y ou don’t want to attempt 
hy acinths, 
try 
the 
French-Ro­ 
man hy acinths, which are easy 
to grow, delicate and lov ely , with 
a heav enly hy acinth fragrance 
As easy as a daffodil to grow, 
and with a mu ch wider color 
range, are the bu lbou s irises. You 
can hardly fail with them. Their 
shape is delicate, the colors en­ 
chanting, they may be left in 
the grou nd to increase, they are 
beau tifu l as cu t flowers.

If y ou don't bu y an­ 
other bu lb this y ear, try some 
of these bu lbou s iris. 
For all bu lb planting prepare 
the grou nd well, digging deeply . 
Remember a fairly light soil is 
desirable. 
While cow manu re is 
recommended by some growers 
for tu lips, it mu st be well rotted, 
and for other bu lbs best not to 
u se it at all u nless it has been 
long in the soil. 
Bone meal is a 
safe fertilizer for bu lbs and may 
be generou sly mix ed with the soil. 
As to the depth of planting, 
this v aries according to ty pe of 
soil. In a heav y soil do not plant 
as deep as in a lighter. 
In a 
general way , plant tu lips 6 or 7 
inches deep, hy acinths abou t 5 
inches 
(some 
adv ocate 
deeper 
planting for hy acinths,) bu lbou s 
iris 5 inches, narcissu s arou nd 5 
inches, little bu lbs 2 to 4 inches. 
The old ru le was to plant bu lbs 
three times their

depth. 
Sometimes the bu lb is set on a 
lay er of sand, which makes for 
better drainage, and the su rface 
cov ered with a thin lay er of 
peat, which retains the moistu re.
